The charts displayed in the conference room helped the 
particapants to form a clear idea regarding the purpose of 
the workshop and some of the very serious problems 


associated with gender - disparity. 
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BACKGROUND 


The 1991 census revealed that the basic human rights were 
still denied to women though we are on the brink of the 
21st Century. Till then India had the largest number of 
illiterates in the world out of the 263 million illiterates 
in India 197million were women! This alarming differential 
was also reflected in all other human development 
indicators. For instance this was noticeable in women's 
access to: (1) Health Care (2) Adequate nutrition (3) 
Sanitation facility & (4) Clean drinking water. So the DPEPs 
of the different states in India have taken an initiative to 
remove these gender disparities. 


A recent survey carried out by the ‘Ministry of Human 
Resource Development shows that the rate of drop outs at the 
upper primary stage is rapidly increasing in West Bengal. 
However, the rate of enrolment at 5+ stage has been 
encouraging. The average rate of enrolment of boys at the 
national level is 97.7% and the rate in West Bengal is 98.5%. 
In the case of girls the average national level is 81.25 and 
in West Bengal it is 85.6%. The average rate of retention of 
boys at the upper primary stage at the National level is 
66.5% whereas in West Bengal it is 54.2%. In the case of 
girls it is 49.5% at the national level and 39.5% in West 
Bengal. The increasing number of drop outs at the 9+ stage 
in West Bengal is a matter of grave concern. 
q 
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OBJECTIVES 


Keeping in mind the gender disparities that exist and the 
urgent need to reduce it the West Bengal DPEP gave priority 
to the orientation of gender co-ordinators, The objective of 


the workshop was 
7 


1) To refine the participants’ understanding of the gender 
concept. 


2) To make the educational system more supportive to the 
needs of the girls and women. 


3) To create a suitable environment which would excourage 
girl children to demand education for themselves. 


4) To ensure that yirls receive an equal and equitable 
access to educational opportunities. 


EXPECTED OUTCOMES : 


It was expected that at the end of the workshop all the 
participants would have 


1) Conceptual clarity about gender focus. 


2) The ability to strategise for starting gender 


interventions. 


3) Improved Capability to plan and achieve gender 
sensitisation. 


4) The ability to carry out result oriented work. 
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The workshop was conducted by Sm. Sudeshna ‘Mitra, State 
gender co-ordinator DPEP West Bengal. Sm. Mitra welcomed all 
the participatns and the guest speakers. She expected that 
at the end of the discussion on 'gender sensitisation' and 
assessment of the efforts made to improve girls! 
participation in primary education, conceptual clarity about 
gender focus would be achieved. However she stressed the 
importance of a clear cut strategy regarding the future 
course of action. Before ‚Ма. Refatullah, Director, SCERT 
initiated the discussion on "Review of text books from the 
view point of gender equality". Sm. Mitra introduced all the 
participants and guest speakers to create an atmosphere of 
ease and cordiality to encourage productive interaction. 
After this she invited Md. Refatullah to speak. Before 
Md. Refatullah spoke on the prescribed text books for 
Primary Classes he spoke on gender equity. He referred to 
(1) The curriculum for Primary and Secondary Education 
(2) National Policy of Education (3) UNESCO — Programme of 
action on child and (4) Preamble to the Constitution. He 
began his discussion by saying that the word "equality" 
referred to, ‘among other things, to equal educational 
opportunities for both boys/girls men/women irrespective of 
caste creed or religion. 


' 
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IMPORTANCE OF COMPULSORY PRIMARY EDUCATION FOR BOYS AND GIRLS 
In order to develop a society free from the evils of 
ignorance, compulsory Primary Education was necessary. Ft 15 
true that after independence priority was given to women's 
education, especially in the Fifth and Sixth Five Year 
Plans. But unfortunately only 38% females are literate 
today. Like many other educationists Md. Refatullah felt 
that human resource development was only possible with 
special stress on Women's Education. Education gives 
self-confidence thereby empowering the women to be actively 
useful to society. Unless women become conscious about their 


innate strength and possibility their unexhaustible ability to 
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play useful productive roles іп society the country cannot 
progress. ‘omen should become conscious about their identity 
beyond the limitsoftheir domestic sphere. They should realise 
that they are capable of much more than just child-rearing, 
cooking and keeping home. Of course the importance of 
domestic activities cannot be under - estimated but all 
individuals, whether men or women, should get an equal 
opportunity of active participation ‘in all kinds of 
professional and non-professional jobs. The 1936 Education 
Policy clearly states that gender bias should be removed 
because education meant an all round development of all 
individuals through curricular, co-curricular and extra- 


curricular activities with active participation of both boys 
and girls. 


PROBLEMS OF INEQUALITY 


The problem of inequality is glaringly present between the 
rich and the poor, the upper caste and the lower caste and 
of course between opportunities available’ for boys and 
girls. Here we are concerned about the eguality of access to 
education. The illiterate parents or adults in a family 
cannot imagine sending girls to schools often more than two 
kilometers away from home. Therefore proper infrastructure 
should be created so that girls get an access to education 
at the starting point. They Should be encouraged to remain 
in school at least for five years. This can be possible by 
ensuring security and comfort i.e. providing schools in less 
than two kilometre range with separate toilet facility for 
girls. Teachers need orientation so that they are 
sufficiently progressive minded to allow girls to take equal | 
responsibility with boys. 


After his introductory talk Md. Refatullah spoke about the 
restructuring of Text booksprescribed for Primary Students 


to remove gender bias. Illustrations in text books do not 
show a balanced reflection of activities. 
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ма. Refatullah referred to the prescribed Maths and Bengali 
books for the Primary Section (Class I-V), and said that 
gender bjas was obviously evident in the illustrations and 
references. He presented a statistics of the number of times 
boys and girls have been referred or illustrated in the 
books in question. (Refer Statistics submitted by 
Md. Refatullah). According to him this was very discouraging 
for girl students. He concluded that there was an urgent 
need of restructuring of text books in consultation with 
teachers and educationists to remove the defect of gender 
bias. 


Sm. Sudeshna Mitra, State gender co-ordinator, DPEP, West 
Bengal thanked Md. Refatullah for his valued suggestion. * 
However, she reminded the participants that at the present 
juncture it was most important to carry out awareness 
campaigns amongst teachers and parents and achieve the 
objective of "gender sensitisation". After this Sm. Mitra 
gave the participants an opportunity to interact. 


INTERACTION SESSION 


Sm. Jayanti Sarkar, DDPO South 24 Pgs., wanted to know how 
to get started regarding removing gender bias. Md. 
Refatullah said that, area specific problems should 
initially be identified and action should be taken 
accordingly. The course of action could be 


1) Allowing flexible timing. 


2) Providing proper infrastructural facility. Location of 
Primary School is very important for the security of 
girls. Distance should not hamper enrolment, and also 
encourage deop-outs. Separate toilets should be provided 
for girls in all primary schools. 


3) Awareness campaigns should be arranged in meetings, 
"melas" etc.

4) Specific problems should be identified in each area. 
Whether social, religious or professional and aetton 
taken acoordihyty. 


Shri Palash Chowdhury, A.D.P.0. Birbhum Dist. said that 
D.P.E.P. work was making favourable progress in Birbhum 
Dist. He presented a list of the work done on IED : 


1) Survey to identify handicapped ch n in school has 


been completed. 


2) Survey to identify handicapped non-school going 
children completed. = 


3) Two DRG meetings held. 
4) Screening test will be conducted soon. 


5) world! Disabled Day (3rd December) observed and the 
report is available with the state IED co-ordinator. 


6) Convergence with several NGOs/Health Dept./ICDS made. 


7) Through sensitisation camps/Pre-survey meetings and 
work-shops on IED and canvassing, efforts to remove 
gender disparity made. 


8) Survey to identify "drop-outs" through out the district 
is being made. 


9) TLM workshops (2nd Phase) was held in the month of 
February 1999. 


10) Photographs of schools are being collected through 
BDO's. 


11) Mobile Book Vans arranged - This was helping in 
community mobilisation. 


12) St. Johns Ambulance has been doing praiseworthy work in 
the area of the responsibility given to them. 
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In conclysion Shri Palash Chowdhury pointed out to the 
specific problems in the ‘minority’ (muslims) dominated 
areas. 


At this Md. Refatullah said that strangely enough even in 
Muslim families where girls are rarely encouraged to study 
(rural areas) at the time of marriage would- be -grooms 
demanded brides who have received at least primary education 
up to class IV or V. They wanted educated girls because they 
expected them to understand TV programmes &alsoeducate their 
children. 


Chandrasekhar Naskar, DPO, Bankura Dist. said that it was 
heartening to see that a workshop was being conducted for 
the first time where dist. wise problem was being 
discussed. 


The aspect of removing gender bias in Bankura district has 
not been favourable. However, he said that some activities 
have started. like (1) Arranging meetings block wise. (2) 
Discussing Women's development and sensitisation. (3) In 
fairs DPEP puts up stalls to highlight the need of women's 
development (4) Survey has been carried out which has shown 
increase in enrolments and decrease in drop-outs. Suchismita 
Roy, Women's Dev. Consultant, Coochbehar said that awareness 
campaigns have been undertaken in two blocks. Sm. Saswati 
Nandy, SI of schools, Murshidabad said that in her district 
survey was being carried out regarding enrolment of girls in 
different areas. 


Sm. Mitra said that the participants would be given an 
opportunity to discuss their problems in groups so that they 
could arrive at a common consensus. She invited Dr. Ruchita 
Talukdar to throw some light on "gender sensitisation". 


Dr. Ruchita Talukdar from UNICEF said that surveys showed 
that in villages most family members wanted their children 
to be educated. However those involved in spreading Primary 
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Education should be vigilant about building resistance. They 
should try not to impose their ideas upon the villagers. 
The villagers should feel that they are in a position to 
take decisions. She said that it was unfortunate that almost 
150-200 years after leaders like Raja Ram Mohan Roy and 
Pandit Iswar Chandra Vidyasagar spoke of the importance of 
women's education the status of women has not improved 
equally in all spheres and we are still having to talk about 
gender bias. Women are still treated as commodity. Though 
enrolment at the primary stage has improved in West Bengal 
the literacy rate is still very low because of adult 
illiteracy. Dr. Talukdar said that education and empowerment 
of women was absolutely necessary andwas a pre-condition to 
removing many of the social evils like (1) Wife killing (2) 
Prostitution (3) Sexual exploitation (4) Poor health (5) 
Absence of birth control (6) eve-teasing. All these social 
problems are still out of control mainly due to lack of 
education. So when we go to the villages we have to point 
out to the benefits of being educated. Probably many will 
say that they are too poor to be educated and here we have 
to convince them that education will also help them to 
improve their economic conditions and social standing. If 
educated they will understand the importance of family 
planning and its economic and social implications. Not only 
this they will have the confidence to fight against social 


evils and will not easily fall prey to exploitations. 


Я 
There should be а micro-level attempt of removing the evils 


of illiteracy. Not only should thetext books be restructured and 
improved as stated by Md. Refatullah, but teachers should be 
trained to encourage girl students to go ahead in learning. 
The negative attitude of teachers and elders towards girls 
should be overcome. Often girl students shy away from Maths 
because of the negative attitude of teachers or parents. 
A friendly and encouraging environment should be created 
within the class room so that girl students realise their 
potential and participate in all activities along with boys. 
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To increase enrolment at the Primary stage a very important 
step is to motivate parents to send their children to 
school. Parents often do not realise the importance of” 
education and forcefully involve children in domestic 
chores. Giving time for study at home is not regarded by 
many parents as a necessary follow-up after children return 
home from school. 


Dr. Ruchita Talukdar concluded by saying that more women 
teachers and social workers no doubt should be inducted but 
unless attitudinal charges are affected progress is not 
possible. This change should come at home, school, college 
and professional spheres. Dr. Talukdar asked the 
participants if they had anything in particular to ask or 
share with her. 


Shri Palash Chowdhury, ADPO Birbhum District spoke about the 
possible adverse effect of fictitions situations often 
described in text books or used by adults to frighten 
children - for example frightening away a tiger by staring 
at it. Dr. Talukdar said that there was nothing wrong in it 
if the tiger is taken as a symbol of evil strength which can 
be confronted and defeated. 


Finally Dr. Talukdar took the opportunity to point out that 
a girl should never be referred to as "weak" as women do a 
lot of hard physical work. This reference to women as weak 
and 'delicate' is done as a piece of convenience by men to 
deprive them from equal opportunities. After this there was 
a short break for lunch and the second session was scheduled 
to begin at 2.15 P.M. i 
f 


SECOND SESSION 


Tne ‘second session of the orientation workshop of gender 
co-ordinators began after lunch at 2.15 P.M. 
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Sn. Sudeshna Mitra, State gender co-ordinator invited Shri, 
Biren Basu Mullick Primary Teacher from Burdwan District 

Vijaynagar F.P. School under Kalna East Circle to speak 

about his first hand experience regarding gender bias. Sm. 

Mitra said, since Shri Basu Mullick was directly confronted 

with the problems in his area he was in a position to 

suggest solutions too. 


Shri Biren Basu Mullick thanked the West Bengal DPEP for 
inviting him to speak. He said that the problems of gender 
bias was known to all. He would speak about everyday 
problems faced by him and the role of teachers to encourage 
higher enrolment of girls in wider areas. He felt that first 
ani foremost reappraisal of teachers function was necessary. 
The total roll strength in Shri Basu Mullick's shcool was 
428 out of which 328 pupils were in the class I-IV stage. 
The village population in the surroundings of nis school is 
mostly from the minority community but enrolment at the 
primary stage is very favourable. 


The steps taken to encourage enrolment are very interesting. 
(1) Door to door campaigns for motivation of parents to 
admit their children to school are carried out (2) What is 
interesting is that all school functions including daily 
school prayers are held in the school field where not only 
parents but also those going to work in the agricultural 
fields are allowed to come. This automatically builds up 
consciousness about primary education and acts as a 
motivating factor for enrolment. There has been drop-outs 
but the rates are very low. (3) The location of the school 
has helped in the retention of the students till the end of 
the primary stage. Allthevillagers have to pass through the 
playground of the school. This has familiarised the entire 
population of the village with the concept of education. 


Wbilst talking about the quality of teaching in schools 
Shri Basu Mullick said that all the teachers were not 
equally talented but it was necessary for each and every 
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teacher to be conscious about the level of understanding of 
the students and teach accordingly. 


Teachers should also build up personal contacts with parents 
to understand specific problems of children. In order to 
stress this point Shri Basu Mullick spoke about the case of 
a girl who dropped out from school after her mother's death. 
The Headmaster of the school understood the situation and 
approached the father who thought it was more important for 
his daughter to stay at home and fill her dead mother's” 
place in doing the household work. The girl's father was 
advised to remarry so that his daughter could continue her 
studies. Shri Basu Mullick ended by reminding those 
associated with the implementation of the Primary Education 
Project for girl children that the location of the 
school at easily accessible distance was very important to 
improve the enrolment of girls. 


Group discussion topics were initiated by Shri Meich Bohar 
Sheikh as follows :- 


Steps to be taken by different districts to develop girls! 
education : 


1) Increase enrolment/admission (2) Ensure retention in the 
primary stage (3) Improve the quality ‘of education. (4) 
Identify ratio of boy/girl enrolment. (5) Identify issues 
that discourage enrolment Eg: Parents' unwillingness to send 
girls to school. (6) Determine strategy to overcome this 
problem. Eg: Approach parents and sensitise them using the 
correct media in appropriate language keeping in mind the 
literacy level. 


MEDIA THAT MAY BE USED : 
a) Electronic media - TV/radio. 


b) Folk - folk art/music/dance/drama etc. 


е 
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с) Interpersonal - Person to person approach and also 
interactions in different meetings. 


d) Print Media - newspaper, magazines, leaflets etc. 
Shri Meich Bohar Sheikh said that the employment of correct 
media of communication was STRATEGY. He said that many 
stages of sensitisation was necessary before a particular 


strategy was successful. 


GROUP DISCUSSION 


The members were divided into three groups to discuss the 
problems of sensitisation in the light of the above guidance 
given by Shri Meich Bohar Sheikh. 


The groups arrived at a common consensus after a serious 
discussion taking into account the problems highlighted by 
the different speakers. They thought it was necessary to 


take the following actions immediately :- 


1) Supervise the work of the local agency. i 


2) Carry ¿out survey of boy/girl ratio of drop outs and 
identify causes of drop outs. 


3) Collect data regarding ratio of enrolment between boys 
and girls area-wise. 


4) Identify reason for non-enrolment of girl children. 


5) Identify cause of parents unwillingness to send their children to 
school. ‘ 


6) Find out if any organisation has intervened to solve 
these problemsand if convergence of any organisation to 


this group has taken place. 


Shri Utthan Samanta helped the participants to arrive at a 
common consensus. He advised them to note down the problems 
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priority wise, Shri Samanta further reminded the 
participants about the importance of Area Selection for 
identification of families and their socio-economics status 
including whether they belonged to the higher caste or 
SC/ST. He said that it was necessary to refer to the census 
report fegarding un-enrolled girls. Тһе “first move he 
repeated was to identify the cause of un-enrolment of girl 
children. 


Next Need Assessment was necessary. Initiative should be 
taken to find out if the cause of un-enrolment is due to 
lack of infra-structure or economic handicap or social 
inhibitions. After this, Need Assessment reports should be 
prepared district wise. This could be done by calling 
Parent /Teacher meetings or by forming Focus Groups vwith 
teachers, headmasters, families, Panchayats etc. 


Shri Samanta said that these were some of the ways by which 
gender sensitisation could be successfully carried out. 


Even children could be questioned regarding their non- 
enrolment in schools and thus need assessment can be carried 
out. One of the tools of Need assessment is Sample Survey. A 
format for compiling Progress Report by the Ministry of 
Human Resource Development Dept. of Education Govt. of 
India, was distributed among the participants and they were 
asked to fill it up and submit the same to the state 
co-ordinator DPEP by 15.03.99. їп the open session 
evaluation of the proceedings was conducted by Sree Utthan 
Samanta. |

In the concluding session of the workshop Sm. Sudeshna 
Mitra, State Gender co-ordinator reviewed the line of action 
to be taken in the next three months. She also reminded the 
participants that the World Women's Day would be celebrated 
on 8th March and so something concrete should be done 
immediately to honour the Day in a befitting manner. 


In the wrap up session Shri Rajeeva Sinha, State Project 
Director said that what should be done is clear to all but 
how it should be done was known to very few. Thus it was 

( very essential to do some concrete work апа show how the 
work can be done. | 
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Interpersonal one is to,one relation is very effective to 
get the work done. Formation of DRG with wide representation 
from different Social Groups is important. DRGS should be 
capable of visiting the fields to assess the situation 
instead of depending on 'arm-chair sociology’. Shri Sinha | 
gave an example of a village in Rajasthan where girls were 
encouraged to learn cooking according to their inclination. 
After sometime the girls forgot the recipe as they had 
learned it orally. It was explained to the girls that they 
would not have forgotten the recipe had they been able to 
write it down. In this way the girls! were enthused to 
receive education. 


Finally it was decided that up to May work would be done in 
an Ad Hoc basis taking into account the reports received 
from the districts. From June work will be done. in 
Annualised basis by drawing a clear-cut Annual Plan. 


The single day workshop ended with the participants showing 
greater enthusiasm for result oriented _ work as they had 
formed a conceptual clarity regarding the strategy of 
starting gender sensitisation programmes.
